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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments for reconsideration put forth by 
applicant's representative are unpersuasive and the rejection is maintained. For example, the argument that recitation in the Cook et al 
(US 6,427,063) reference does not anticipate the claimed invention and represents only "clip art" rather than instruction to be presented 
to a user is unpersuasive. In Columns 4 and 5 the reference recites that training interactions are customized by a student from 
previously existing training modules that were created using "graphics, animation, video or sound as appropriate" in order to produce a 
more compelling delivery of educational information for each student. In addition, the agent (Col 5, lines 10-15) "modifies its behavior on 
the basis of a growing history of interactions with a student over time", clearly showing that any new training module presented to a 
student is a combination of training modules stored within the system overtime and presented as a modified training module by the 
computer agent. Thus the reference anticipates the claims in this application . 
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
